Question 1—When the Governor and Coun- 
eil decided that there is no teturn from a 
city on which Representatives can be sum- 
moned to attend/and take their seats in the 
Legislature, is it their duty to order a new

Answer No authority is given to the Gov- 
ernor and Council when there is no return 
to order a new election. When the seat of a 
resentative has been vacated by death, 
res 
by Revised Statutes, Chap. 4, Secs. 88, 44, and 
47, for the filling of existing vacancies. By 
these provisions, whenever the municipal offi- 
cers therein mentioned by any means have 
knowledge of the death ofa Representative- 
elect, or of a vacancy caused in any other 
way, it is their duty to order a new election. 


7. it appears to the House of Represent- 


atives that there was an election of 
Representatives in fact, they should admit 
them to their seats, though no return thereof 
was made to the Secretary of State.

HAVE NEGLECTED THEIR DUTY. 

Question 2—Is it competent for the Gov- 
ernor and Council to allow: the substitution 
of other evidence in place of the returned 
copies of such lists as are provided in Art. 
4, Part 1, Sec. 5 of the Constitution, to 
enable them to determine what persons 
“appear to be elected” Representatives to 
the Legislature by a plurality of all votes 
returned?” 

Answer—This refers to the substitution 
authorized by the act of 1877, Chap. 212. The 
Constitution calls for the return that is regu- 
lar in essential forms, and which truly repre- 
sents the facts to be deseribed by it; but 


much of the constitutional requirement is di- 


rectory merely. It does not aim at depriving 
the people of their right to suffrage or of their 
right of representation for formal errors, but 
aims at avoiding such a result. 

the constitutional requirement has not 
been fully or been  defectively exe- 
cuted b the town officers, it is 
in aid of constitutional provision to sup- 
ply the omission or deficiency as nearly and 
as correctly as may be.. Such is the purpose 
of the statute. It is competent for the Gov- 
ernor and Council to allow an erroneous re- 
turn, or one that is informal or defective, 

TO BE AIDED AND CORRECTED 

by an attested copy of the record, as by the 
statute provided. The object of the consti- 
tutional provisions respecting election is to 
furnish as many safeguards. as may be 
against failure, either through ‘fraud 
or mistake, correctly to ascertain and 
declare the will of ‘the people as 
expressed in the choice of their 
officers and legislators. Hence the require- 
ment that not only shall returns be made on 
the spot in open town , but a record 
of the vote shall be at the same time, 
and authenticated. In like manner, if by ac- 
cident or willful neglect there is an error or 
omission in the return, what can be safer 
than to refer to the duplicate statement by 
record to cerrect it? This the statute of 1877,

The rule applicable to such cases is similar 
to that which applies to our House of Repre- 
sentatives. The whole number of Repre- 
sentatives established by law is 151. A ma- 
jority (that is, seventy-six members) con- 
stitutes a quorum to do business. If there is 
actually that number present, and a majority 
of them (that is, thirty-nine members) vote 
in the affirmative, a valid law can thereby be 
enacted, or other transacted. If less 
than seventy-six members are present, then 
‘no business can be done except to adjourn 
or compel the attendance of absent members. 
This is a familiar law, and illustrates: the 
principle applicable to the Aldermen of 
cities, and shows how and why a return

GARCELON. 
ANOTHER SPECIMEN OF HIS SPECIOUS PLEAD- 
ING

"WATERVILLE; Me., J an. &—The Town- 
Hall was filled to its utmost capacity at the 
“law and order” meeting tonight. Gov. 
Garcelon said: 

I stand before you the most abused man 
in the United States. Iam not here to apol- 
ogize or ask your pardon, but simply ask 
your attention to the Constitution and law, 
and if in any respect I or my Council have 
violated that law you have your remedy. 
You say that the majority rule is 
the central principle of our govern- 
mental system, but should not that 
majority be expressed in a legal and constitu- 
tional manner? You are all aware that at the 
late election every effort was made on both 
sides to secure a majority, and that the 
Fusion party had a majority of 2,000 votes. 
I challenge any man, I do not care how 
ardent a Republican, or rabid a Dem- 
ocrat, to take the returns, and if 
there is any instance where we 
have not applied the same rule to friend or 
foe, then you can condemn us. I find tab- 
ulated returns where sixty-four towns have 
been rejected; thirty-two were Republican, 
thirty Democratic; and two a tie. Does this 
look like conspiracy? Does it look as if the 
rule had not been applied properly?“ 

Referring to the City of Lewiston, the Gov- 
ernor said no one doubted the voice of the 
people; that he knew his own city was 
largely Republican, but it was a question of 
law with them. It does seem an outrage 
that those who appear to be elected were re- 

ted, but there is law and Constitution on 
other hand which must be respected. But 
you, my friends, condemn us because we do 
not think it right to go behind the returns.

THE CITY FINANCES. 
There are now two millions of dollars if 


| the City Treasury; and in every broker- 
| shop, bank, and grocery in the city are to be 


found the Oontroller's ſrredeemable certif- 
cates, otherwise called city scrip, With an 
overfiowing Treasury the city is making a 
forced loan from its creditors, without in- 
terest, and payable at some indefinit time in 
the future. ‘This fs a scandalous anomaly. 
It is the result of the scientific bookkeeping 
which provides for the accumulation an 
average sum of $1,000,000 in the Treasury at 
all times,—it is now 3,00, 00, - and not a 
dollar to apply to the payment due some 
needy creditor. 

When the city was in the financial distress 
which reached its climax in May, 1876, and 
which forced the city into a thorough 
system of retrenchment; when it was in ar- 
rear to its creditors nearly five millions of 
dollars, and the city scrip was under protest, 
there was, and had been for two years, a mill- 
ion of dollars in cash in the Treasury, on 
which the Treasurer was drawing 4 per cent 
interest for his own personal profit. The re- 
duction of appropriations, the abolition of 
numerous useless offices, the reduction of 
salaries, and. other measures ef economy, 
have enabled the eity, during the last three 
years and a half, to pay off between four and 
five millions of debt, and the back-tax law 


nas had the effect to increase the balance in 


the Treasury fram one to two millions of 
dollars. 
Of course there is an Inviting grab for this 


tion are proposed. It belongs to the city. 
The scrip business, however proper when it 
was indispensable, has become disgraceful. 
With millions in the Treasury it is shameful 
that the city should still continue to issue 
this depreciated paper. 

The money from the back taxes is the 
property of the city. Im the hours of mu- 
nicipal distress the city borrowed $600,000 of 
the City-Hall Fund. Some portion of this 
has beens paid back and expended. In the 
same time of distress the city borrowed from 
the fund set apart by law for the Sinking 
Fund. The city owes these debts at this time. 
In July next $781,000 of the public debt will 
mature. That sum of money due to the 
Sinking Fund, if applied in July to the pay- 
ment of the m bonds, will reduce the 
public debt and the ual interest thereon. 
The remainder of the maturing debt, which 
now pays 7 per cent interest, can then be re- 
funded at 5 per cent interest, and the saving 
will perhaps not be less than $20,000 a year 
in interest. The money for this purpose is 
now in the City Treasury, and, whatever 
interest it produces, nothing goes,to the city. 
Shall the city continue to pay 7 per cent in- 
terest on bonds, while the money to pay the 
bonds is in the Treasury producing no inter- 
est to the city? 

The money due the City-Hall Fund was ob- 
tained from the State, in trust, to replace the 
destroyed building. The new building is in 
progress; and why should not this fund be 
made whole out of the surplus money now 
in the Treasury? The application of money 
now idle in the Treasury is cheaper than tax- 
ation, and, so long as the city has the money 
in hand, why leave it In the hands of the 

: and levy taxes for the same pur- 
pose? 

Whatever sum of this money from back 
taxes may be in the Treasury after repayment 
of the City-Hall and Sinking-Fund debts 
should be held as a permanent fund to meet 
the semi-annual interest on the public debt. 
The tax levied annually to meet the interest 
on the city debt is not collected for eighteen 
months after the first semi-annual payment 
of the interest is due. The money to meet 
the interest is therefore from six months to 
twelve months in arrear of the time for pay- 
ment; and has to be borrowed. The making 
of any such loan for any such purpose 
is illegal, and, though there has been patriot- 
ism enough so far to advance this money to 
save the credit of the city, the time has come 
when the city should no longer be subjected 
to any such contingency. The use of this 
money, so far as it will go, to pay the interest 
on the public debt will enable the city here- 
after, out of current revenue, to pay the in- 
terest as it falls due, without making any 
Ioan, or resorting any longer to the illegal 
and disreputable process of issuing scrip. 

The Finance Committee of the Council, at 
the meeting of Saturday, agreed to recommend 
to the City Council the restoration, out of 
the surplus of the back taxes, of the Sinking 
and Building Funds. This is not only both 
wise and politic, butitis also just. It will 
greatly expedite the placing the business of 
the city on a cash basis. It will put an end 
to the scrip business, and for the first time en- 
able the city to adapt its transactions to the re- 
quirements of the Constitution,—to contract 
no debt, and to pay every obligation on de- 
mand. )

ENGLAND’S NEW PERIL IW INDIA. 
A new peril has arisen in India, which is so 

seriously threatening the English rule that 
the Government and the pfess are very 
anxiously discussing it. The danger which 
confronts England at present is a revival of 
Mohammedaniq in its most fanatical phases, 
which means @ revival of fatalism and 
cruelty. No wars havé been so horrible or 
bloody as religious wars, and of these wars 
none moré so than the Mohammedan. Their 
spirit is reflected in the saying of Said Ali, 
Mohammed’s lieutenant, “ Whoever rises 
up against thee I will dash out his teeth, tear 
out his eyes, break his legs, and rip up his 
belly,” ‘The early history of the Mohamme- 
dan wars was characterized by horrible 
cruelty. Fatalism is the chief characteristic

of the Islamite war-filag. It is reported that 
the Persian and Arabian Wahabites are rap- 
idly pouring into India, and that messengers 
have been sent from Cabul to stir up the re- 
ligious element and incite a holy war. If 
the standard of revolt should be raised the 
loyalty of the tribes in India could not 
be relied upon, and England would 
soon find herself confronted by 30,000,000 
fanatics of the most ferocious description, 
fighting in pursuance of one of their five 
commandments, which bids them to make 
war upon the infidel.

WOMEN IN POLITICS. 

Some months ago Dr. Francis Parkman 
contributed to the North American Review 
an article on The Woman Question,” which 
called forth a reply in the same periodical 
from five prominent advocates of female- 
suffrage, includmg Col. Higginson, Miss 
| Anthony, and Mrs. Stanton. The eurrent 
| number of the Review contains Dr, Park- 

man’s rejoinder, which, avoiding as much as 
possible the acrimonies of controversy, is an 
able and forcible reassertion of the best ar- 
guments against the presence of women in 
partisan politics, This article ought to chse 
the discussion for the present, as no impartial 
person, whether male or female, can read it 
without being impressed with the notion tha 
the advocates of female-suffrage will be 
worsted in any further agitation of their 
hobby in this particular direction. 

In reply to the statement—upon which Dr. 
| Parkmanp’s critics seem to agree—that the 
reasons he gave in his first article for oppos- 


mits as much, and turns the full force 
of the parry against his antagonists 
by claiming an expression of the 
convictions, more or less distinctly shaped, of 
the great majority of the sensible and 
thoughtful persons of both sexes.” It can- 
not be doubted that a mass of old arguments 
which have received the approval of the 
multitude is a stronger array than a collec- 
tion of new theories; so that charging a want 
of originality upon Dr. Parkman was not the 
best way to weaken the position he had taken. 
Much the same result follows upon the state- 
ment made by the woman-suffragists, that 
the only reason given why women should 
not take a direct interest in politics is, that 
they have never done so, This is not the 
only reason, but it is certainly one of the 
best reasons, since, in all the manifold mu- 
tations of government, “from the earliest 
records of mankind down to this moment, in 
every race and every form or degree of 
civilization or barbarism, the relative posi- 
tion of the sexes has been the same.“ History 
shows that there are always sufficient oppor- 
tunities and temptations for political revolu- 
tions and agitations without introducing a 
new element of discord. 

The champions of woman-suffrage dwelt 
mainly upon the many virtues of women, 
and evidently intended this showing to be a 
complete answer to Dr. Parkman’s sugges- 
tion that the intriguing women would come 
to the front in ative politics. But they ig- 
nored the fact that the private virtues 
which now exercise so potent an influence 
upon public affairs might be neutralized by 
the fewer women who are bold, unscrupn- 
lous, and adyenturous, and who would be 
the very ones to take the active leadership of 
women in politics. The shining qualities of 
the best women in a womanly sphere might 
be ineffective in a scramble for political place 
and power. The sameconsideration answers 
Col. Higgitison’s suggestion, that woman’s 
sway in society denotes her power. “Why, 
then,” asks Dr. Parkman, “dethrone her and 
drag her down to the dirty ropes and wheels 
of the political machine?” Col. Higginson 
virtually admits the correctness of this posi- 
tion when he exacts woman’s vote “as a 
duty”; but the feminine’ advocates of fe 
male-suffrage take a different view of the 
matter, and claim the ballot as a right. If 
it is a question of duty, we may trust wom- 
en to realize it sooner than men, and the

Dr. Parkman 
is right when he contends that no Govern- 


cannot command the physical force of the 
Nation; and it is by no means an impossible 
case he supposes in which: the majority 
should consist ehiefty of women, and the de- 
feated minority of men; in such case the 
Government would be powerless to enforce 
its laws against the resistance of the 
minority. defeated’ at the polls, There 
ars other strong arguments against confer- 
ring the ballot upon women which Dr. Park- 
man restates, in a remarkably clear fashion. 
„Women have great special tasks assigned 
them in the work of life, and men have not.” 
It is not only because women will discharge 
their full duty and do their best service to 
humanity by giving mental and bodily sound 
ness and careful rearing to their offspring 
that they should eonfine themselves to this 
special task as much as possible; but because, 
if American women neglect it, the natural 
struggle for existence may give the foreign 
classes a growing advantage in population 
and force. With the ballot in the hands of 
women, it is not unlikely that there would 
be im effort to dispose of the social evil by 
po¥tical enactment; and such an effort, Dr. 
Parkman says, “would be a calamity worse 
than civil war; and he adds that it would 
be to open sewers and cesspools, and 
poison the air with moral typhoid.” Mar- 
riage, divorce, free-love, and other Rindred 
subjects would still further complicate 
the partisan issues of the country. Civil 
discord would be more imminent than it is 
now from the clashing of labor and capital, 
which is destined to occupy a conspicuous 
place in American politics in any event, be- 
cause the wives and daughters of the rich 


and the poor would add to the present dis- 


sensions the prejudices of caste and the jeal- 
ousies of social distinctions. 

A curious and interesting part of Dr. Park- 
man’s latest paper jg that in which he angs- 
lyzes the motives which prompt a small pro- 
portion of the American women to seek the 
ballot. Some of them are misled by a false 
idea of progress; others are influenced by 
the notion that a participation in politics will 
make women more serious and sober, not- 
withstanding it has so frequently an opposit 
effect on men; in a few instances there is a 
sentiment of self-sacrifice, which is nearly 
always attractive to womanly nature; others 
are dominated by a desire to rule for the 
»urpose of working out reforms which should 
lave no place in politics. Altogether, a very 
cear distinction is drawn everywhere be- 
tween practical and sentimental government.

The largesv single payment of gold coin in 
this city was made on Saturday by the First 
National Bank of Shicago.

By this arrange- 
ment the transportation and handling were 
simplified. This colin was sent hither by Mr. 
Keene in payment for wheat, and, with other 
remittances of like character, will largely 
enter into general circulation in the city. The 
balances at the Clearing-House yesterday 
were $14,846,000, being about $2,006,000. 
greater than the clearances on Friday, whieh 
were greater than on any preceding day in 
the history of the city. In anticipation of a 
general remittance of gold coin to this city, 
the Clearing-House will probably adopt seme 
system of deposit in the safety-vanlts and 
the transfer of certificates in settlement of 
balances. ‘There can, however, be no rational 
excuse given why this and all other gold 
coin may not be deposited n the Sub- Treas- 
ury in Chicago, as it isin New York, and’

CHARLES H. HAM.

LETTER FROM COL. STREIGHT 


One That Explains His Status on the 
Exodus Question, and His Sympathies 
for the Oppressed. 

Legandport (Ind.) Journal.

The Hon. Charles Kahlo—My ESTEEMED FRIEND: 
You have my thanks for sending the Pharos of 
the 18th inst.

two colored men and their families, con- 
sisting of some women and children, from this 
city to my farm in Newton County, where I am 
needing some farm-laborers.

These 
are the people referred to by the editor of the 
when be says: Tell it to the laboring 

white men of Indianapolis that Col. Streight is 
stocking his farm in Newton County with North 
Carolina negroes.’’ Certainly, tell it to men of 
Ipdianapolis, both white and black, that I sent 
ese people to work on my farm. Why not tell 
ve repeatedly advertised for farm- 
laborers to go to my Newton County farm, and 


have sent numbers of them there, gave them 


ent, and I still want 
more, and, so far as I know, there are no idle 
farm hands in Newton Gounty. Yes, tell it to 
the people hat I sent two colored men, with 
their families, to my Newton County farm; and 
I will add that they are poor and destitute, but I 
believe honest and industrious. 
Now, friend Kahlo, while I am wri I will 
add that I have a very kindly feeling for these 
r, destitute, persecuted people, who are en- 
eavoring to escape from a condition worse than 
slavery. It will soon be sixteen years (in Febru- 
ary next) since I was making my way from the 
same country. That class of people that are 
now persecuting the colored people was then 
called Rebels; and those Rebels had orders from 
the commander of the prison from which I had 
esca to capture me, but to not bring me back. 
My life was at stake, but human enduranoe has 
a limit even when life is at stake, and this limit 
was reached when Iwas on the southern bank 
ofthe Rappahannock River, near Tappahan- 
nock, aftera terrible day of crossing difficult 
streams, marching, and hiding from the enemy. 
My feet were sore; I was worn out for want of 
sleep and starving for want of food. Escape 
seemed im ible. On the north was the Rappa- 
hannock iver (nearly three miles wide); 
on the was a deep, impassable 
creek; on the west was another stream 
of water, too wide and dee to cross 
without a boat, and on the souta side the Rebels 
had lished a strong picket-line. It was 
known by the Rebels that I was somewhere 
within the space of country above described 
Which was not more than two miles wide an

for my place of concealment. It seems almost 
Providential that I was able to elude their vigi- 
lance through that terrible day. But darkness 
put an end to the search, and I was left to con- 
sider the situation. Upto this time my policy 
had been to avoid trusting anybody, and to 
endea vor to get through the country undiscov- 
ered. This must now be changed, for I was in 
great need of immediate friendly assistance, 
and as I had no confidence in the white men 
of that section of the country, the black 
men were my only choice. I started in 
the dark, through the drenching rain, and soon 
found the ne quarters of a plantation, 
and, on ente one of the cabins, I was 
welcomed by a good, honest Union man, anda 
friend, though a slave, who had been out all day 
with his master hunting for me. This man, at 
the risk of his life, took me into his cabin, pro- 
cured and cooked a bountiful supply of food, 
and permitted me to rest while he joined his 
master the next day in a — * hunt for my 
place of concealment. Night came again, and 
the negroes returned to tell what had been done, 
and of the fact that a certain boat, by chance, 
might be captured, which would enable me to 
cross the Rappahannock, and thus escape from 
my pursuers. The n of this plantation, 
at the risk of their lives, joined me in capturing 
the boat, and me through a difficult 
stream to the river, and returned to their houses 
to join in the search for my whereabouts 
on the morrow. By their assistance I 
made my way out of the reach of the ene- 
my, and my life was spared. The colored 
people now fleeing from Sonthern ution 
are trying to escape from the same evil spirit 
that plunged our country into war; that starved 
and tortured to death over 30,000 Union soldiers; 
that hunted escaping Union prisoners of war 
with blood-hounds; that since the close of the 
War has murdered tens of thousands of men and 
women for n political opinions favor- 
able to the Union; that has organized rifle clubs 
and Ku-Klux bands to whip, scourge, and mur- 
der Union people. I say that it is from this evil 
spirit that these poor people are trying to escape, 
and it was from the same demon t I made my 
And now, remembering the fact, if any 
man supposes that I have no sympathy for the 
refugees, he is not ainted wit my disposi- 
tion, for I do not intend to be guilty ingrati- 
tude. Hoping that the time will soon come 
when our National Government will protect the 
constitutional tsof our citizens throughout 
the length and breadth of the land, I remain 
most truly yours, A. D. STREIGHT.

To 
those living on the island, the trip means, from 
almost any point, a wearisome horseback-ride; 
while, to those living elsewhere, it includes a 
rough passuge by steamer or sailing vessel. 
Leaving Hilo,—a picturesque little town at the 
foot of Mauna Kea, facing à beautiful bay that 
urves gracefully in to the very strects,—we 
soon reach 
A BELT OF WOODS, 
through which a pathway leads for three or four 
miles. Thisisthe most pleasing part of the 
trip. The grateful shade, the cool air, the trop- 
ical growth, all conspire to make it such On 
either side are ugly holes, nearly screened by 
the bushes and trees, so that their real uglinees 


is never known except by some hapless creature . 


that steps off the trail. One pitchy-dark night, 
with horse disabled, and walking on before, I 
net two natives in these woods, in thig very 
path, with three pack-mules, each mule having 
three large barrels on his back. How we passed 
each other I never knew. I only remem- 
der seeing a confused mass struggling 
on the side of that trail, and thinking 
to myself that it was a pretty close call 
for three barrels andamule. This whole region 
seems honeycombed; and out of the crevices 
and holes the largest trees are growing, their 
roots being well watered by the inexhaustible 
‘supplies of these natural reservoirs. A line of 
broken lava marks the width of the trail, but 
this is frequently hidden by the fens and “oi” 
bush, which sometimes cover my horse’s head as 
I ride along. The “kukui”’ trees bend their 
branches head-high, and I am thankful if I 
escape a switch across the nose, or mouth, or 
eyes even. The “hala,” or pandanus tree, 
stands stiff and heavy,—rather a detraction from 
the general grace of all around. The ohia’’—the 
tree out of which the ancient Hawaiians made 
their gods—rises high above all others, and, to- 
gether with a large vine which is its wedded 
companion, 
LENDS TROPICAL BEAUTY TO THE SCENE. 

Gigantic bird's- nest ferns cluster in the forks 
of trees; and on a single branch, while walking 
by, I can count four or five, or even more, 
varieties of both large and small ferns. The 
birds of the island are not specially famed for 
their song, but one never fails on this ride to 
hear notes from unseen songsters which are in 
beautiful keeping with the tropical scene 
through which he passes. 

These pleasant features do not last long, how- 
ever; and we emerge fromthe woods to begin 
the more disagreeable part of the trip. At first 
the path passes through what is known as TI 
Swamp, though it is such now only in name. 
Soon we reach the “ pohoehoe,”’ or smooth lava. 
This is by no means level, it being called smooth 
to disti ish it from “ao,” or the rough, sharp 
lava; it is full of holes, broken by cracks, 

and is not at all pleasant to ride over, though 
not dangerous. This lasts’ until within u few 
miles of the volcano, all the time getting worse,

THE HANCHETT RECITAL.

There was a slight falling off last week 
from the week previous in the number of 
marriage-licenses issued at the County 
Clerk's office number being 140 as 
against 11. From Monday up to and includ- 


ing Wednesday ninety-eight licenses were 


granted, and presumably that number of 
couples commenced the new year in the new 
relation of husband and wife. Two girls 


were only 16 years of age; and four 17. One | 


of the 16-year-olds had for an intended hus- 


band a boy aged 19, so that their united ages 


were 35. The oldest licensed couple had 


reached a century,—the man 60 and the

woman 40. Thirteen. widows, and.there’s no 
telling from the Books how many widowers, 
took unto themselves mates for the second, 
or perhaps some of them the third, time.

The Third Visit te This Country. of 
Commodore Stewart’s Grandson—A 
Talk with His Mother at Her BKesi- 
dence in New Jersey—What His Views 
and Purposes Are.
